Cooking and baking such 
as is practised in civilization, was out 
of the question. The great staple ar- 
ticles were bacon and tha and ban- 
nock, the latter being flour and water 
baked before a fire. The Indians, of 
course, lived on fish in the summer 
and moosexmeat in the winter, Moose 
were quite plentiful this year, so the 
Indians dig not fare very badly. As 
explained ‘by Mr. Hall, the great dif- 
ficulty with the native people is their 
improvidence, They kill a moose which 
would supply an ordinary family for 
a week, The Indians do not know how 
to save anything. They gorge them. 
selves as long as the provisions last 
and probably « week after are on the 
verge of starvation. If it were not for 
this inevitable trait in their natures 
they could live much better in their 
fastnesses than they do,” 

“How do the Indians trade?” Mr. 
Hall was asked, 

“They go roaming off on huntipg 
expeditions to some iavorite spot and 
return with a quantity of fur. They 
take these sto the trading post and ex- 
change tem for blankets, trinkets, 


In an instant later the train erashed 
into the ear, carrying it 50 feet on the 
pilot and throwing it upon the steel 
girders of the bridge crossing the 
Des Moines river. 

The passengers were taken from 
the splintered car and hurried to 
the hospitals. During the work of 
rescue a second fair grounds train 
ran into the crowd, seriously injuring 
Mrs. John T. MeBane, of Des Moines.

The passengers, who were literally 
packed into the ¢ar, fell out through 
windows and doors. The motorman 
saved his life by jumping out of the 
front window.

AT HOME AND ABROAD. 

“Votes for women,’’—the war-cry of 
thé English suffragists—is alse the 
title of the official organ of the mili- 
tant suffragettes, a bright weekly that 
gives news items covering their wide- 
spread activities all over the United 
Kingdom. One item mentions that 
a portrait of Miss Chrystal Macmillan, 
M.A., appears in a paper called, “The 
Only Way,” which the Edinburgh Un- 
iversity Womens Suffrage society pub- 
lishes. This lady will be remembered 
as one of the most charming and en- 
{Ruining of the delegates who were 
in Edmonton in July. 
speaks of a paper published in New 
York and ealled “The American Suf 
fragette,”” which jhas for its motto: 


For the long work day, 
For the taxes we pay, 

For the laws we obey, 
We want something to say. 


Up to date the militant suffragists 
in Great Britain have collected over 
$224,000 for the cavse. 

A Jady living in Edmonton has a 
sister, the Hon. Mrs, Haverfield, who 
Was arrested for being one of a depu- 
tation to present a petition to the 
government, In th® end she outwitted 
the government by proving she did 
not act unconstitutionally nor in anly 
way that was not according to law. 
The following extract from a letter she 
wrote to her sister here is interesting, 
as giving an inside ,point of view on 
the suffrage movement :;— 

“T don’t suppose any of the depu- 
tution looked very cheerful, as we all 
expected a violent knocking about he- 
tween the crowd and the police, but as 
you wili have seen, the whole affair 
passed off perfectly quietly. The crowd 
was fine and gave us much cheering, 
though ‘I believe there were of course 
some hooligans out who always take 
part in these kind of things. I am 
yery intent upon this matter of votes 
for women and am giving up every- 
thing for it this summer. I am not 
hunting on Exmoor nor am I going to 
hunt next winter or do anything in 
the shape of pleasure untii this thing 
is carried through. The more one goes 
into it the more one sees the vital ne 
cessity of the enfranchisement of wo- 
men. Everyone seems to think it will 
come, and that in itself is a good sign. 
On Tuesday I go up to Scotland for 
two months to work there. We did 
first rate work at the bye-elections; 
though we didn’t succeed in keeping 
the Liberal out, we did some propa- 
ganda work and found the people 
ready and keen to hear us in all the 
places we visited. I exp: our trial 
will come on in Octobe¥ and I dare- 
suy I shall get a month’s imprison- 
ment then, but if I get a year I don’t 
mind in the least, but shall fight on 
all the harder for right and truth and 
justice for our sex. You know Mrs. 
Faweett and Mrs. Pankhurst are the 
heads of two different societies, but 
the demand of both is exactly thé 
same, the only difference is as to the 
method of obtaining the vote. Mrs, 
FKaweett’s lot believe in going on quiet- 
ly asking for the vote by petition and 
other peaceful ways, which have been 
tried for over 40 years, but with no 
result, whilst Mrs. Pankhurst's lot be 
lieve in fighting and worrying all gov- 
ernments whether Tory or Liberal, till 
we get what we want. I first joined 
Mis, Faweett’s gociety, but i found, 
like so many ofhers, we might go on 
for years asking quietly for the vote 
but nobody paying the slightest at 
tention, but if you worry and make 
people uncomfortable then t®ey begin 
to think if it’s not the best way io get 
rid of yon by acceding to your de 
mand,” 

Mrs, Faweett, in a letter to a friend 
in Kdmeonton, makes the following 
comment, which touches closely on 
the above quoted letter :— 

“Mrs. Haverfield has come-to the 
front well and has succeeded in turn 
ing the tables on the government by 
her contention that it is the govern 
ment which has acted illegally an not 
she. She has, however, more or less 
identified herseli with the ‘militants’ 
and as the N. U, have resolved to act 
solely by legal and constitutional 
means, ham afraid that in the end she 
will leave us and jein the militants. 
In the meantime, however, she has 
done nothing unlawful, She was with 
one of our catavan parties in York 
shire and was invaluable, Sha took 
charge of the ‘transport Gepartenent’ 
and as abe knows all there is to know 
about horses her services were much 
appreciated.”
